R oiif H a lf F org otten Hit* of It« Karly 
Loral IIi*to ry . 
One of the thing s that “ the oldest in­ 
ha bita nt’ will not be able to recall w ith­ 
out referring to his notes is tha t Nassau 
street was orig ina lly laid out as a wa g on 
road by an enterprising Dutchma n, who 
took the soil excavated as compensation 
for his labor. 
It was in 1696 that Cap­ 
tain Teunis D eK a y petitioned the town 
council for permission to ma ke “ a carte- 
way leading out of the Broad str« *« t to 
th» ' stri f-t that runs by the py e-woma ns 
(then Shipp street) lea ding to the com­ 
mons of this c ity .11 The petitioner agreed 
to “ undertake to doo the same provided 
he may have the Boy le. ” 
At that time the population of the city 
was about 6,000 persons, very few of 
whom re-id» 'd outside of “ the w a ll,” a 
stone fort ifloat ion which <*xt**ii<l« ii across 
th» * lower end of the island from river 
to river and from which Wall street 
took its name. 
Much has been written and published 
about this old wa ll, and most N ew York­ 
ers are fa milia r with the origin of tie* 
name which the noted financial center 
now hears. 
It may be news to many , 
however, to learn tha t the w a ll was torn 
down about 1700, and the sound stones 
wert? used in the construction of the city 
hall, on the balcony of which George 
Washington wa s inaugurated as the first 
president of the United States. 
In 1733 there was but one vehicle on 
Manhattan Island that bore any resem­ 
blance to a coach, and 40 y ears after- 
ward there were only half a dozen coach­ 
es. There were several chaises, but carts 
were the common convey ance. In 1773. 
according 
to a uthentic local history , 
there wer<* five private coaches in use 
here. On» * belonged toiiie governor, one 
to Lieutenant 
Governor (J adwaJ lader 
Golden, one to William Walton, one to 
Mr. Murray , for whom Murray street 
was named, and the liftli was the prop­ 
erty of Mrs. Alexander. 
Carpets were 
unknown in New York at this period, 
for “ ail the houses were sanded with 
white or silver sand in figures and d» *- 
vices. ” 
The first boss that New York ever 
had wa s W illia m Walton, who erected 
the fa mous Walton mansion in Pearl 
street in 1754. 
The title wa s bestowed | 
upon him not because of his political | 
influence, but solely because of his pre- 
einineiiee in business and in society . 
The 
appellation » dung 
to 
Mi reliant ; 
Walton until his death ami wa s buried 
with bint for the time being. The sump-
